Paris, June 21.— Amendments and 
alterations made by the Council of 
Four in the revised treaty make it a 
somewhat longer document than the 
draft originally given to the Germans 
and published in the United Stat****, it 
now contains 214 pages, five more than 
tile original, and even this was effect­ 
ed by closer paging. 
At various points the drafting com­ 
mittee sought to adhere as far as |>oh- 
sible to the original numbering of 
the articles and contrived to make up 
for insertions or omissions by combin­ 
ing or splitting articles. 
As at first arranged the new instru­ 
ment still contains tile original 
i i 
points and 440 articles. 


Silesian Coal Article. 


The article assuring Silesian coal 
and minerals to German industry now 
reads: 
“ Poland undertakes to permit for a 
period of 15 years the exportation to 
Germany of the products of mines in 
any part of Upper Silesia transferred 
to 
Poland, 
in accordance 
with 
the 
present treaty without export duties 
or restrictions ami 
|*ermit the Ger­ 
mans to purchase these products on 
the same terms as tile Poles. 
In the revised draft, ‘ the principal 
Allied and associate powers" under­ 
take to establish Danzig with a free 
city. 
This language in which the re 
sponsibility of the five great powers 
for the creation of th** new city and 
state is definitely assumed, is substi­ 
tuted for tim original phraseology de­ 
claring merely that “ Danzig is estab­ 
lished as a free city." 


Disarmament of Germany. 


Tile new article which replaces tho 
original provision for the disarmament 
of Germany, number Iti5, providing for 
reduction to a specilied point within 
two months, now reads in the english 
version: 
“ Up to the time at which Germany 
is admitted as a member of tin* league 
of nations, the German army shall not 
possess armament greater than that 
fixed in tile table submitted in this 
treaty,” 
and 
continues; 
"Germany 
agrees that after she bas become a 
member of the league, the armaments 
fixed by the table shalt remain in force 
until modified by the council of tile 
league. Furthermore site hereby agrees 
strictly to observe the decisions of tho 
council in this respect.”
